Fotf the most 
part the books advancing theories as reality present no evidence to prove that there in 
fact had been a conspiracy. 

Proving that there was a conspiracy is a matter of fairt, not of theory, and I use 
the official evidence to prove that there was a cpmspirafiy. 

However, I do not theorize who did it*
